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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
Tetsuya et al, JP 7164000, discloses a polymer latex comprising 20-30% by 

weight of a methacrylic acid monomer, 10-25% by weight of an acrylic acid monomer, 
1 0-20% by weight of an acrylamide monomer, 20-35% by weight of a butadiene 
monomer, and 10-25% by weight of a styrene monomer (see abstract and Examples 1- 
3). However, patentee differs from applicant in that Tetsuya et al does not teach or 
suggest in general a polymer that contains 70-99% by weight of at least one monomer 
that bears a carboxylic acid function, as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
